U.S. SEEZURE OF 
AXIS SHIPS 

HE "RECENT SEIZURE of 

Axis ships and ships be- 
longing to countries under 
Axis domination by, the Uni- 
ted States Government— 
similar action is reported to 
have now been taken by ‘the 
Governments of the South 
American Republics—appears 
to have raised an interesting 
point of ‘International Law, 
under which, apparently, the 
United States has taken this 
step. The Axis Powers are, 
of course, questioning the 
legality. of this seizure and 
confiscation and are en- 
deavouring to label it as ‘an 
act of war. A legal expert in 
London, however, .has fur- 
nished ‘evidence to prove that 
the American administration 
has exercised a right strictly 
within the full interpretation 
of the law. | According to this 
‘lexpert opinion, the framing 
of a claiise to cover the acts 
of sabotage now being car- 
tied out by the German and 
Italian crews on these ves- 
sels, either by scuttling them 
or damaging them. complete- 
ly, Was the result of a similar 
experience in the last war, 
when the United States join- 
ed in the hostilities.

THE U.S. ESPIONAGE ACT,!

Angary in Inter- 
national Law,.which gives a 
i belligerent. the right to seize 
or destroy (subject to com- 
pensation) neutral property, 
under the stress of militdry 
necessity.
